Ithough on the catwalks 
the usual creative and some 
outrageous styles abound - many 
designers have gone for practicality, 
comfortable materials and creative 
detail giving each garment a timeless 
look. Fashion this season features 
very comfortable knitwear for head 
to toe warmth. 

Designers have taken the frosty, 
bright winter light and transformed 
it into glistening metallic yarns. 
According to Marriner Yarns (www. 
marrineryarns.com) .... ‘Marriner 
Sparkle yarn is 97% Acrylic & 3% 
Lurex. It has a gorgeous silver strand 
throughout the yarn with gives a 
shimmer effect. Ideal for adding a 
touch of sparkle to any outfit such as 
boleros, wraps, hats, scarves etc’

Knitting, Weaving, Crochet - 
All In The Mix! 

On the fashion board this season 
is seen an eclectic mix in knitwear 
designs, materials and styles, with the 
inclusion of fur, subdued decoration 
using textured yarns - some with 
a very detailed look. Coarse and 
fine knitwear in plain and purl knit 
are a popular choice for knitted or 
crocheted mini skirts, snoods, large 
chunky scarves, tunics and sweater 
dresses. Sweater dresses are always 
a favourite paired with leggings they 
are so comfortable and flatter every 
body shape. You can add cosy tights, 
a skinny polo neck, boots, shoes, 
cardigans - the sweater dress is surely 
the most versatile knitted garment. 
Whether you choose a single colour, 
toned or contrasted colours or even 



stripes, the sweater dress is definitely 
a wardrobe staple - it is a ‘must have’. 

Sweaters 

Sweaters and cardigans are the basics 
of everyday wardrobe (another staple 
that can be layered, dressed up or 
down) and with 201 5 focusing on 
layering - there is nothing better than 
being wrapped up in a cosy knitted 
top, especially if you have knitted it 
yourself! 

When deciding on a knitting pattern, 
check out the oversized and elongated 
shapes as they go well as an 
ensemble with trousers and boots and 
of course, longer winter skirts. Don’t 
forget that you can team a tailored 
jacket with a slim skirt and thick 
sweater for a sophisticated look to 
wear to the office. Perhaps you prefer 
a more creative styling that will fit into 
any occasion? Then go for a pattern 
and yarn that will knit up into a boho 
chic or French style. 



Fact File 

Grunge - The grunge look is a 
style based around the grunge 
music scene--it’s comfortable, dirty, 
and heavily steeped in flannel. 

The grunge look first appeared 
in Seattle in the late 80s and 
early 90s when bands like Alice 
in Chains, Nirvana, and Pearl Jam 
were just beginning (and making a 
big splash in the music world). To 
get the grunge look, you’ll need to 
visit a thrift store, do some damage 
to some denim, and develop an 
l-don’t-care attitude.

Mannish - Fashions that retain 
all of their femininity, yet which 
resort to elements traditionally 
associated with men’s tailoring in 
sober, minimalist styles, bridging 
that fashion gap between men 
and women.

Sports Chic - mixing elegance 
with athletic pieces 
Snood - A snood is historically 
a type of female headgear 
designed to hold the hair in a 
cloth or yarn bag. In the most 
common form the headgear 
resembles a close-fitting hood 
worn over the back of the head.

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Turtleneck sweaters have been 
around for a long time and are still 
fashionable. They add warmth and 
style to an outfit and have become 
a staple of most wardrobes. The 
turtleneck comes in many styles, 
colours and shapes to go with 
trousers, jeans, skirts or even under 
sweater dresses as an extra layer. 

The season’s loose fitting, chunky 
sweaters are really functional, stylish 
and comfortable. 

Trends to look out for include:- 

• Grunge 

• Mannish Touch 

• Sports Chic 

• Elegance 

Crewnecks, trendy graphic sweatshirts 
are other trending styles, whilst crochet 
cardigans in sparkly lux yarns, fluffy knits 
and cardigans and sweaters with bold, 
embellished trims and even floral print 
knit sweaters are around. 

Scarves and Gloves 

Wearing a stylish scarf not only keeps 
you warm, but can also create an 
elegant look. Scarves are easy to knit up 
and create a really unique look. Texture 
weaving that was originally inspired 



by Malagasy (native to Madagascar) 
produces a hand woven effect, which is 
very popular this season. 

Whether you choose to knit a long, 
chunky wrap around style, a short pull 
through neck collar or a traditional Fair 
Isle scarf - or even a warm snood, the 
choice is yours and of course there 
is such a wide range of yarn to work 
with, the world is your oyster! 

Gloves not only keep your fingers 
warm - they are also a fashion 
accessory and can just be the thing to 
complete an outfit. There are a plethora 
of styles and patterns around from lacy, 
long versions to the fingerless style, 
which of course are quicker to knit up. 

Season’s Colours 

Colours chosen vary from designer 
to designer, with some opting for navy, 
cream, beige, black, grey, pale pink, 
lime green and burgundy, whilst others 
opt for warm tones or red, orange, 
brown, green and blue. As usual my 
advice is to choose colours and tones 
that suit your hair and skin-tone.

do create some unconventional 
knitwear, however they all produce 
a great collection of stylish knitted 
garments to keep you warm and make 
a statement! 

General Trends For The Season 

Generally, the trend is for oversized, 
comfortable sweaters vying with 
a contrasting trend of tighter, 
shorter cardigans and wool dresses 
and tunics. Real opposites! Some 
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designers chose to spotlight 
the addition of a collar on their 
garments, whilst weaving and 
embroidery appeared on other 
knitwear designs. Some designers 
achieved the sixties look with 
monochrome colours and knitted 
tights. 

Wool and wool blends are in the 
fore, which is great for warmth and 
versatility. Knitting with pure wool 
is such a pleasure and although 
more expensive to buy than acrylic 
yarn - the garment is warmer, 
washes well, keeps its shape and 
will last a long time. 

Try embellishing sweaters with 
metal, applique or knitted ‘nature 
inspired’ motifs on your next project 
or make the decoration integral cable 
knits or more intricate stitches, such as 
travelling rib, textured check stitch or 
blackberry stitch. 

Finally, as always remember that 
thin-knits flatter the tall and slim, 
whilst those of us who are shorter 
need to maintain a co-ordinated look 
that flatters our best asset. Add a 
string of beads or pearls to your 
outfit to compliment the look, or 
perhaps a knitted scarf. Try floating 
a delicate loose cardigan over a 
polo neck - layering is still tops for 
warmth and fashion! So bring on 
the cold weather and layer up with 
knitwear. ■

WORKING PATTERN 

BACK AND FRONT (BOTH ALIKE) 

Using 3.25mm needles and Cl, cast 
on 71 (77, 81, 87, 93) sts. 

Work 9 rows garter st (first row is 
wrong side). 

Change to 4.00mm needles and M. 
Work in stocking st until work 
measures 22 (25, 28, 30, 33) cm 
from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Beg Stripes 

Using C2, work 6 rows. 

Using M, work 3 rows. 

Using C2, purl 1 row. 

Shape Armholes 

Cont using C2, cast off 3 sts at beg 
of next 2 rows. 65 (71, 75, 81, 87) 
sts. 

Dec one st at each end of next 3 
rows, then in every foil alt row until 53 
(57, 61 , 65, 71) sts rem. 

Work 7 (5, 5, 3, 3) rows. 

Using M for rem, cont until 
armholes measure 12 (13, 14, 16, 

1 7) cm from cast off, ending with a 
purl row. 

Shape Shoulders 

Cast off 3 (4, 4, 5, 5) sts at beg of 
next 4 rows, then 4 (3, 4, 4, 6) sts 
at beg of foil 2 rows. 33 (35, 37, 
37, 39) sts. 

Beg Funnel Neck 

Work 8 rows garter st. 

Cast off very loosely. 

SLEEVES 

Using 3.25mm needles and Cl, cast 
on 33 (35, 39, 39, 43) sts. 

Work 9 rows garter st (first row is 
wrong side). 

Change to 4.00mm needles and C2. 
Working in stocking st for rem, work 

2 rows. 

Row 3: K2, Ml , knit to last 2 sts, Ml , 
K2. 35 (37, 41, 41, 45) sts. 

Work 3 rows. 

Using M, inc one st (as before) at 
each end of 3rd (3rd, 7th, 7th, 1 1th) 
row and every foil 6th (8th, 10th, 

10th, 12th) row until there are 45 
(49, 51, 55, 57) sts. 

Work 3 (3, 1 1 , 9, 1 1 ) rows. 



Beg Stripe 

Using C2, work 1 2 rows, inc one st 
(as before) at each end of 5th (5th, 
1st, 1st, 1st) row once. 47 (51, 53, 
57, 59) sts. 

Change to M for rem. 

Inc one st (as before) at each end of 
next row. 49 (53, 55, 59, 61) sts. 
Cont without further shaping until 
Sleeve measures 23 (28, 33, 38, 40) 
cm from beg, ending with a purl row. 

Shape Top 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 
43 (47, 49, 53, 55) sts. 

Dec one st at each end of next 3 
rows. 37 (41, 43, 47, 49) sts. 

Dec one st at each end of every foil 
alt row until 27 (33, 37, 35, 35) sts 
rem, then in every row until 13 (15, 
15, 17, 17) sts rem. 

Cast off rem sts. 

MAKING UP 

Do not press. Using mattress stitch, 
join shoulder and funnel neck seams. 
Join side and sleeve seams, matching 
stripes. Placing centre of sleeve to 
shoulder seam, sew in sleeves evenly. 
Sew in ends. 

BEANIE 

Using 3.25mm needles and C, cast on 
102 (106) sts. 

Work 4cm in garter st (every row knit, 
first row is wrong side). 

Change to 4.00mm needles and M. 
Row 1: Knit. 

Row 2: Purl. 

Last 2 rows form stocking st. 

Cont in stocking st until Beanie 
measures 11 (13) cm from beg, 
ending with a purl row and dec 

0 (4) sts evenly across this row. 

1 02 sts. 

Shape Crown 

Row 1 : K1 1 , si 1 , K1 , psso, (K1 , 
K2tog, K20, si 1 , K1 , psso) 3 times, 
K1 , K2tog, K1 1 . 94 sts. 

Work 3 rows. 

Row 5: K10, si 1 , K1 , psso, (K1 , 
K2tog, K1 8, si 1 , K1 , psso) 3 times, 
K1 , K2tog, K1 0. 86 sts. 

Work 3 rows. 

Row 9: K9, si 1 , K1 , psso, (K1 , 

K2tog, K1 6, si 1 , K1 , psso) 3 times, 



K1 , K2tog, K9. 78 sts. 

Work 1 row. 

Row 1 1 : K8, si 1 , K1 , psso, (K1 , 
K2tog, K14, si 1 , K1 , psso) 3 times, 

K1 , K2tog, K8. 70 sts. 

Work 1 row. 

Row 13: K7, si 1 , K1 , psso, (K1 , 
K2tog, K1 2, si 1 , K1 , psso) 3 times, 

K1 , K2tog, K7. 62 sts. 

Work 1 row. 

Row 1 5: K6, si 1 , K1 , psso, (K1 , 
K2tog, K10, si 1 , K1 , psso) 3 times, 

K1 , K2tog, K6. 54 sts. 

Row 16: P5, P2tog, (PI, P2tog tbl, 
P8, P2tog) 3 times, PI, P2tog tbl, P5. 
46 sts. 

Row 17: K4, si 1 , K1 , psso, (K1 , 
K2tog, K6, si 1 , K1 , psso) 3 times, 

K1 , K2tog, K4. 38 sts. 

Row 18: P3, P2tog, (PI, P2tog tbl, 
P4, P2tog) 3 times, PI, P2tog tbl, P3. 
30 sts. 

Row 19: K2, si 1 , K1 , psso, (K1 , 
K2tog, K2, si 1 , K1 , psso) 3 times, 

K1 , K2tog, K2. 22 sts. 

Row 20: PI, P2tog, (PI, P2tog tbl, 
P2tog) 3 times, PI, P2tog tbl, PI. 

1 4 sts. 

Break off yarn, thread end through 
rem sts, draw up tightly and fasten off 
securely. 

MAKING UP 

Do not press. Using mattress stitch, 
join side edges to form back seam. 
Using pom-pom maker or two circles 
of cardboard and C, make a pom- 
pom and attach securely to crown. 
Sew in ends. 

MITTS (MAKE 2 ALIKE) 

Using 4.00mm needles and C, cast on 
28 (34) sts loosely. 

Work in garter st (every row knit) until 
mitt measures 14 (18) cm from beg. 
Cast off loosely. 

MAKING UP 

Do not press. Fold in half lengthways. 
Using mattress stitch, join seam, 
leaving a 3cm opening 3cm from cast- 
on edge for thumb. Sew in ends.

Work a further 4 (4, 6, 6) rows in k2, 
p2 rib and inc 2 (0, 2, 0) sts evenly 
across last row. 36 (38, 40, 42) sts.

Idc in next tr, 2ch, miss 1 tr, 1 dc in next tr (buttonhole 
made), 3dc in last tr, working along other side edge 
of Tab, 2dc in side of each row to end of Tab, si st in 
same dc as tr at end of 1 st row.

Dec 1 st each end next 4 (4, 5, 5, 6, 
6) rows. 

Dec 1 st each end every RS row 4 (4, 
4, 5, 5, 6) times. 69 (77, 81, 87, 91, 
97) sts. 

Patt straight until work measures 45 
(46, 47, 48, 49, 50) cm from beg, 
end with a WS row. 

Cast off 17 (19, 20, 22, 24, 26) sts 
beg next 2 rows for shoulders, leave 
rem 35 (39, 41, 43, 43, 45) sts on 
holder for back neck. 

FRONT 

Work as for Back until Front measures 
1 6cm less than back to shoulder, end 
with a WS row. 

Mark centre st in last row. 

Shape Neck 

Next Row: RS - Keeping armhole 
shaping correct, patt to centre st; join 



new ball of yarn, cast off centre 
st, patt to end, keeping armhole 
shaping correct. 

Work both fronts at same time, keep 
armhole shaping correct, dec 1 st 
at each neck edge every 4th row 3 
times.

Row 1 : RS - K2; *k1 , yo, skp, k5; rep 
from * to last 5 sts, kl , yo, skp, k2. 

Row 2 and all other WS rows: Purl 
all sts. 

Row 3: Kl , k2tog; *yo, kl , yo, skp, 
k3, k2tog; rep from * to last 4 sts, yo, 
kl , yo, skp, kl . 

Row 5: As row 1 . 

Row 7: Knit all sts. 

Row 9: K2; *k5, yo, skp, kl ; rep from

Lace sections: 1 5 sts by 11 rows over

GETTING STARTED 

The lace stitch is a repeat throughout 
without complicated variations. The 
bolero is worked in three rectangular 
sections, using lace or moss stitch and 
several colours.

Row 1: K1, pi across row. 

Row 2: K the p sts and p the k sts of 
previous row. 

Repeat these two rows.

SECTION 1 

TOP BACK AND SLEEVES 

It is most important to the success of 
this garment that the lace sections of 
the sleeves and top back are knitted 
at the correct tension. Most often, this 
section is worked too tightly. The lace 
section should be open, loose and 
drapey. Tension should be no more 
than 1 5sts over 10cm. If tension is 
not loose enough, change to a larger 
needle for lace sections. 

Colours Key - Version 1 (Version 2) 
Note: colour change on back section 
is intentionally asymmetrical. 

Using cols A(G) and 5.50mm needles, 
cast on 3 6 (44) sts. 



MAKE FIRST CUFF 

Row 1: Using col D(J), Moss st to 
end 

Row 2: Using col C(L), Moss st to end

Cont in patt and cols as set until length 
measures 9cm ending with a WS row. 

Begin lace section for right sleeve 
Next Row: Using col A(H) kl ,*yf, k2 
tog, rep from * to last st, Kl . 

Next Row: Using col C(M), K 1 , * yf, 
k2 tog, rep from * to last st, kl . 

Next Row: Using cols E and B(N and 
K)tog, kl , *yf, k2tog, rep from * to last 
st, kl . 

Rep last three rows until length (from 
beg) measures 36(40)cm version 1 
or 40(44)cm version 2 ending with a 
WS row. 

Begin first part of back yoke in 
Moss st 

Next Row: Using col A(H), Moss st 
to end. 

Next Row: Using col C(M), Moss st 
to end. 

Next Row: Using col F(J), Moss st 
to end. 

Rep last three rows until length (from 
beg) measures 64 (7 2) cm version 1 
or 68(76)cm version 2, ending with a 
WS row. 

Cont on yoke section then second 
sleeve in lace patt 

Next Row: Using col A(G) kl ,*yf, k2 

tog, rep from * to last st, kl 

Next Row: Using col C(L) kl ,*yf, k2 

tog, rep from * to last st, kl 

Next Row: Using cols D and E(N and 

I) tog, kl ,* yf, k2 tog, rep from * to last 

st, kl . 

Rep last three rows until length 
measures 115(129)cm version 1 or 
1 23(1 37)cm version 2, ending with 
a WS row. 

MAKE SECOND CUFF 

Next Row: Using col A(G), Moss st 

to end. 

Next Row: Using col E(M), Moss st 
to end. 

Next Row: Using col B(K), Moss st 
to end. 

Rep last three rows until cuff measures 



9cm. Cast off in Moss st. 

(1 24(1 38)cm version 1 or 132(146) 
cm version 2) 

SEW SLEEVE SEAMS 
Fold Section 1 lengthwise and join 
sides, from cast on cuff edge towards 
centre for 3 6 (40) cm - version 1 or 
40(44)cm - version 2. 

This leaves a 52(58)cm opening at 
centre of section (with a sleeve at 
each end). 

Find 24cm central position of section 
1 for collar placement 
Place section 1 on a flat surface with 
opening to bottom. Place a marker

Next Row: Using cols B and E tog or 
(FI), kl ,* yf, k2 tog, rep from * to last 
st, kl . 

Rep last three rows until length 
measures 

22(28)cm ending with a WS row using 
F and D (N and I). Cast off loosely 
knitwise using B and E tog or (H). 

SECTION 3 
COLLAR 

With RS facing, using 5.50mm needles 
and col A(H), pick up 34(42)sts along 
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right front row edge to marker A, pick 
up 42 sts along back neck to marker B 
and 34 (42) sts along left front row edge. 
Next Row: Using col C(M), Moss st 
to end. 

Next Row: Using col F(J), Moss st to 
end. 

Next Row: Using col A(H), Moss st to 
end. 

Rep last three rows until collar 
measures 

16cm, ending with F(J). 

Cast off loosely in Moss st using A(H). 
Press seams gently. 



MAKING UP 

Make l-cord belt Using 5.50mm 
double pointed needles cast on 
7 sts with 751 Pebble. *Slide sts 
to right point of needle without 
turning work, k7. Repeat from 
* until tie measures 1.5m or 
required length. Cast off. 

Thread 1-Cord through sides of 
garment at waist (not around back of 
garment) and tie at front.

A row counter is helplul 
lor keeping track ol rows 
worked, particularly where 
increases, decreases or 
other kinds of patterning 
occur. 





KNITTING IN ELASTIC 

Elastic yarn prevents sagging in 
cuffs, collars and waists. You can 
work it in with knitting yarn on 
knitted or crocheted garments. 




KNITTING NEEDLES 
Knitting needles are made from plastic, 
aluminium or wood and come in varying 
lengths and widths/ Stra ight needles 
come in pairs and doublepointed 
needles come in sets of four. 



KNITTING BAG 

A knitting bag is essential for those who like 
to knit 'on the go! Not only is it a practical 
way to keep all your knitting paraphenalia 
together, it also helps keep the yarn clean 
and tangle-free. 




CIRCULAR KNITTING NEEDLES 
Circular needles have two working ends joined 
by a thin nylon wire. They are more balanced 
than straight needles and allow the weight of 
your work to rest in your lap. 




TAPE MEASURE 

A basic tape measure is essential for checkingyour 
garment measurements. 



KNITTERS NEEDLES 
Knitter's needles need to have a large eye and 
a blunt point so they do not split stitches when 
sewing up your knitting. 






STITCH GAUGE 

A stitch gauge is a flat piece of metal or plastic with 
a ruler marked on one side and/or a window 



cut out in the centre. It allows you to mark and 
measure easily and accurately. 



STITCH HOLDER 

A stitch holder is used to secure stitches not in 
use. You can also use safety pins for holding a 
small number of stitches.

CASTING ON 

Casting on is creating a row ol loops on a knitting 
needle tolorm the base row lor your knitting. One ol 
the most popular methods ol casting on is the cable 
cast on. Form a slipknot about 25cm away Irom the 
end ol the yarn. 

Place the slipknot on a knitting needle and pull gently 
to secure. Hold this needle in your left hand. Insert 
the right-hand needle through the slip knot. Pass 
the yarn over the point ol the right-hand needle 
(see Diagram 1): 



Pull a loop through the slip knot with the right-hand 
needle (see Diagram 2). Place this loop on the left- 
hand needle and gently pull the yarn to secure the 
stitch. For the remaining cast- on stitches, insert the 
right-hand needle between the slip knot and the first 
stitch on the left-hand needle. Wind the yarn around 
the point ol the right-hand needle. Draw a loop 
through and place this loop on the left-hand needle.

KNIT WISE 

Knit two stitches. Use the point ol the 
left-hand needle to lift the first stitch on 
the right-hand needle over the second, 
and drop if off the needle. Knit the next 
stitch on the left-hand needle so that there 
are two stitches on the right-hand needle 
again, and repeat. Continue inthis manner 
until all the stitches have been worked off the left-hand needle and only 
one stitch remains on the right-hand needle. Cut the yarn, leaving a tail 
and thread the yarn through the loop and pull it firmly to fasten off. 



PURLWISE 

Purl two stitches. Use the point of the 
left-hand needle to lift the first stitch 
on the right-hand needle over the 
second, and drop it off the needle. 

Purl the next stitch on the left-hand 
needle so that there are two stitches 
on the right-hand needle again, and 
repeat. Continue in this manner until all the stitches have been worked 
off the left-hand needle and only one stitch remains on the right-hand 
needle, Secure this last stitch as described in casting off knitwise.

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SUBSTITUTING YARNS 



If you substitute or spin a yarn for a 
project, you can compare the weight 
of the yarn to the project yarn by 
comparing wraps per inch. Wrap your 
yarn around a ruler for one inch and 
count the number of wraps. If you 
have more wraps per inch than the 
project yarn, your yarn is too thin; if 
you have fewer wraps per inch than 
the project yarn, your yarn is too 
thick. 



KNITTING TENSION 



Checking your knitting tension, that 
is, the tightness or looseness of your 
knitting, is important. To check your 
tension, cast on 30 stitches using 
the recommended needle size. 

Work in the pattern until your work 
measures 10cm from the cast on 
edge then cast off. You now have a 
“swatch”. Measure your tension by 
placing a ruler over your swatch and 
counting the number of stitches 



across and rows down (including 
fractions of stitches and rows) in 
10cm. Repeat these measurements 
two to three times on a different 
parts of the swatch to check your 
measurements. If you have more 
stitches and rows than called for 
in the instructions, you should use 
larger needles; if you have fewer, use 
smaller needles. Check your tension 
again before starting your project. 



PROVISIONAL CAST ON (INVISIBLE CAST ON) 



Place a loose slipknot on the needle 
in your right hand. Hold the waste 
yarn next to the slipknot and around 
your left thumb. Hold your working 
yarn over your left index finger. 
*Bring the needle forward under the 
waste yarn, over the working yarn, 
grab a loop of working yarn (Diagram 



1), then bring the needle to the front, 
over both yarns, and grab a second 
loop (Diagram 2). Repeat from * 
until you have the desired number 
of stitches on your needle. When 
you’re ready to work in the opposite 
direction, pick out the waste yarn to 
expose the live stitches.

BACKSTITCH 



This is the stitch most commonly used for joining knitted garments. With 
the right sides of your work together, pin the knitted fabric together with 
the edges even.

Thread the yarn 
needle. Insert the needle through both layers and sew two stitches to the 
left then one stitch back to the right. Keep stitches at an even distance. 
Continue working from right to left in this circular motion. (Diagram 1)
